the Chiropractors r.oi; are at-emptirig on gain public s/mpathy by 
posing as under togs fi?<hti;ir>- for rurv-j-Tala 

Because medical doctors ^’eocgniso the need for tlx Basic 
Science Law and support it, the chiropractors accuse thor of 
"monopoly" and cry "political medicine," ignore the fact 

that the great majority of professions in the health field 
support the Basic Science La?;. They are trying to make it appear 
that this is a feud bet?;eeii chiropractors and medical doctors, • 
whereas nothing could be farther from the truth* 

The Basio Science Law applies not only to ohirouractors 
and other drugless healers, but also to medical doctors and osteo¬ 
pathic physicians* Before a candidate from any of these four groups 
my take a licensing examination, he : must first pass an examination 
in the basic sciences of hygene, anatomy, physiology, chemistry 
and pathology. 

The basic science examinations are given by University 
and State College professors and are not controlled by a "medical 
monopoly" as charged* The Basic Scieno’e" Law does not todanger 
free choice of doctor, as alleged by chiropractors, but guarntees 
that those who would treat sick persons shall have at least a 
fundamental kno?(ledge of the human body* Thus it is a necessary 
requirement. 

Initiative 188 is particularly insidious as a threat to 
health standards because its title is deceptive* The title says 
blantantly that the initiative is a measure "raising standards for 
chiropractic examinations." The fact is that the initiative would 
reduoe standards by lowering the present minimum grade in basic 
science subjects from 70 to 60 per cent for chiropractors only. 
Initiative 188 and its proponents ignore the fact that 
the chiropractors already have an examining committee, composed 
only of chiroprors, vihioh examines chiropractic applicaiits for 
licensure. They speak of setting up a "board of chiropractic ex« 
aminers" as if this were something new, whereas such a body has 
been in existence for 35 years. 

Initiative 188 is based on the false premise that educa¬ 
tional standards can be raised by the mere addition of class! hours. 
Nothing is said of raising the quality of instructions„ or raising 
the educational requirements for admission to chiropractic schools. 
This 3s particularly significant since some chiropractic schools 
already require the number of hours outlined in the initiative. 

But yet no Chiropractic school anywhere is recogni-^ed by the 
AsaociatiiSn of hn'.er.ican Universities or by any other standard’ 
accrediting agency. 

If the chiropractors really want to raise their standards, 
they can do so without any law, and they can use the front door 
instead of the back door* • • 

In Initiative 188, under the guise of "health freedom,”, 
the chiropractors would grant unto themsel-ves, and themseltos alone, 
of all the healing arts, special privileges and exemptions. These 
apeciol privileges would not raise, but would LOTffil? health standards, 
'/ii'^en the people of Washington realize this, they will have no course 
.but rejec t, resound lingly, this insidious measure,

minute massage with steam bath” However with the privilege to 
charge more or charge less as he sees fit,

seurs and Massuses of the Washington Chapter, in regular session, 
of our 1954 State Convention, do establish $5,00 as tbe established 
Minimum Fi^acible standard for a 40 minute massage wifh Steam Bath*
